A 29 year old Eastside 
man who was shot to-death 
early Saturday, during 
what police term a gamb- 


ling argument, became the . 


22nd homicide registered 
in- Columbus, this year, ac- 
cording to police. 

Cecil E. Hairston, 424 E. 
Mound St., was shot once 
in the head with a small 
caliber handgun about 2 
a.m. Saturday at 254 N. 
21st St., police reported. 

About 45 minutes later, 
Willie J. Williams, 43, of 
1220 Windsor Ave.) was 
apprehended in his car at 
17th and Louis Aves. 
Police had found Hair- 
ston's body earlier, they 
said. 

Homicide Detective Sgt. 
Thomag Aurentz, said both 
men were insthe apartment 
and had argued about 
gambling before the shoot- 
ing occurred. Williams left 
the apartment, jumped into 
his car and sped away, he 
reported. 

Williams, who is charged 
with murder, was being 
held in the Franklin County 
Jail, pending a preliminary 
hearing in Municipal 
Court.

voice of party bosses and profession- 
al lobbyist are listened to rather than 
the needs of the people who voted 
them into office, The last election of 
Cleveland City Councilmen indicated 
that the Black voters are tired of 
being taken for granted and for being 
represented by someone who does 
not have the ability to cope with or 
understand their problems. Those 
legislators who have good: rapport 
with their constituents, should have 
no fear of the election. However, 
these who look upon elected office 
asa vacation at taxpayers’ expense, 
should be defeated. 


We have made great strides in 
electing Blacks to public office. Our 
gains are limited only to the interest 
Black voters take on election day. If 
we could get to the polls every elec- 
tion day, just 60% of our potential 
voting strength, we could greatly in- 
crease our number of Black elected 
Officials. The addition of the 18-year- 
olds to the potential voting list, has 
not as yet manifested itself insofar 
as we are concerned. 

Racial progress depends more on 
electing Blacks to public office and 
their conduct in office than anything 
else. A good example of this is how 
the Jews use their elected officials to 
help their cause. 


We just don’t take politics 
seriously enough. Second only in im- 
-portance__to__the 13th, 14th, 15th 


Amendments to the-Constitution, was 


the U:S. Supreme Court's decision on 
one man one vote. This decision 
brought about more desegregation 
and political changes in the South 
than any other tactic we used. Voting 
is the most important tool in our civil 
rights arsenal. It is the only area 
where we have absolute equality. 
There are not many contests inthe 
June 6th Primaries ‘involving Black 
candidates. The few are very import- 
ant. However the most important 
thing is that we become concerned 
over political action. We need to un- 
derstand the political process better, 
and, we need to pay attention to 
those on the ballot and know some- 
thing about the candidates we vote 
for.

Another initiative under scrutiny by Congress is for- 
mation of a panel to study adoption practices and to 
make recommendations for national uniform adoption 
procedures.

Assault on Public Schools 


What's happening to our public schools? Are they 
delivering the quality service that we expect? What 
are the new issués that confront minorities in 19787 

These and similar questions are being raised 
among educators, civil rights activists, urbanologist 
and-a-host-of experts concerned with the quality of 
life of minorities and the American society as a whole. 

While attending meetings, conferences and 
reviewing reports on educational concerns, a peculiar 
pattern of institutional behavior and attitudes began 
te emerge that could be devastating to blacks and 
other disadvantaged minorities for the next several 
generations. Clearly this appears to be a major 
assault on public education throughout the country 
that will ultimately destroy the public school systems. 

The proposed Packwood-Moynihan Bill, Tax Credit 
that is currently pending in the U.S, Congress 
provides us with an excellent example of this new 
type of assault. Indeed, if enacted this bill would 
provide tax credit to those parents who choose not to 
send their children to public schools. 

Our experience with the instant establishment of 
“academies” following court ordered desegregation 
to circumvent the elimination of segregation in 
classrooms should have taught us that public monies 
in the form of direct or indirect subsidies that result in 
#9 ated schools is bad news. 

in California the Jarvis-Gann initiative is on the 
ballot that would radically reduce and severely limit 
fhe amount of property tax money that could be spent 
on public services. Anticipating the réal possibility of 
this initiative becoming law some school districts 
have sent dismissal notices to approximately 29,000 


‘teachers in conformance to requirements for 


dismissals that or “egg have annoa' tn A 4 
necessary to live in new bu im 
Jarvis-Gann initiative. Schools in An stand 
to lose $700 million revenue and would have to 
dismiss half of the city's teachers. 

In 1977 Report of the U.S. Commission on Civil 
Rights, identifies specific negative results of 
desegregation efforts in the public schools as they 
perculiarly affect biack students as: (1) A higher rate 
of sip ponte and expulsion; (2) A higher rate of the 
use of corporal punishment; and (3) Higher rate of 
placement in special education classes. 

All of these examples of institutional racism make 
the problem of receiving a quality education more dif- 
ficult for black st ts and tend to disrupt, 
discourage and negatively mark them for an illiterate, 
un uctive and miserable existence. 

sidering the fact of critically high rates of 
unemployment among black youths today and that 
many school systems are pushing more blacks out of

Culturally Biased : Testing 


Perhaps, it was inevitable that the plummeting 


academic performance of American Secondary 
school students would arouse alarm among both 
black and white parents. Partly as a result of 
changing social values and urban pressures, large 
proportions of American children are graduating trom 
high school each year as functional illiterates. Thus, 
increasingly diplomas reveal not much more than that 
a student has completed 12 years of schooling. 

In response to this mounting problem, 33 states 
have adopted “minimum ‘cpmpetency” standards. 
Other states are also considering similar programs, 
and Congress is being asked to set national stan- 
dards and provide Federal support for testing. 

For blacks, however, tests have been anathema 
because of the threat.of-bullt-in bias. Having endured 
centuries of racial discrimination, blacks know all to 
well that tests have been, and continue to be, em- 
ployed as another-form of racial-barrier. 

Studies conducted by the NAACP and other 
national organizations, psychologists and educators 
have proved that tests can be structured so as to ex- 
clude a given group. The_racially exclusionary factor 
is commonly called “cultural bias.” 

Due to the NAACP’s historical concern about all 
forms of racial discrimination, it is therefore not sur- 
prising that the, Florida Conference of NAACP Bran- 
ches now considers as imminent a legal challenge to 
that state's competency tests. The only question, for 
State NAACP Chairman Charlies Cherry and Atty. 
Morris Milton is whether they can afford the drawn- 
out and costly battle. 

The problem arose when 77% of black 11th araders 
(double the number of whites (failed the functional 
literacy-tests that students must now pass before they 
can graduate. 

Those who fall are given two more opportunities, af- 
ter which the unsuccessful students receive a “Cer- 
tificate of Attendance” showing that they have com- 
pleted school. As one woman remarked, however, if 
this is the only reward that a student will receive after 
12- years of study, “there is no point in going to 
school, For a high school dipoloma is n even to 
sweep the floor.” 

NAACP officials are particularly troubled by the 
requirement becauge Florida has no state-wide testé. 
Each school system creates its own testa and is 
responsible for-providing remediat-programs.- 

Also, teacher performance is not monitored, even in 
rams. There are no requirements for 
schools to offer instruction-based on test material. 

Florida also has no state curriculum. And the 
NAACP has found that much of the material in the 
tests are not taught in the schools. 

As an example of cultural bias,State NAACP of- 
ficlals note that one question uses checking account 
terminology. But since poor blacks use money orders 
to pay bills rather. personal checks, many of them fall 
simple fhe — joe they would have 
passed if t underst uage. 

Despite tees drawbacks, there R little doubt that 
tests do have a meaningful measurement role. Blacks 
should be careful, therefore, about backing them- 
selves into a corner in which all tests are regarded as 
discriminatory. Blacks must compete with whites on a 
professional level. . 

So it is incumbent on them to master the basic 
academic skills that will enable them to be a good 
doctor, lawyer, engineer or whatever. 

Recognizing the complexity. of the issue, The 
NAACP will continue to provide the 
guidelines for spotting “culturally biased” teste.

AS ONE apnroaches the 
Pentagon by car after 
crossing the Potomac River 
from Washington, D.C., the 
winding road slopes gently 
upward to the front of the 
massive building. My taxi 
takes the first turn-off exit for 
the public, marked by a 
green-and-white sign reading, 
“Mall Entrance.”’ 

The day is windy and cold 
but the sun shines brightly. 
As | walk up the dozen steps 
and onto a rubber mat exten- 
ding a few feet from the 
visitor’s entrance, the door 
automatically swings open— | 
am inside. 

A building guard directs me 
to one of several phones on 
the receptionist’s counter and 
| dial the phone number given 
me several weeks earlier for 
Secretary of the Army Clif- 
ford L. Alexander Jr. 

Mistakenly, ! use all the 
numbers instead of the inside- 
building extension and an 
operator answers 
mechanically, ’’this is a 
restricted line. Please use 
another phone.’’ 

Not to be intimidated, | 
speak with what authority |! 
can muster and say, ’’1 am 
here to see the secretary of 
the army. What number 
should | dial to reach his of- 
fice, please?”’ 

The operator’s voice on the 
other end snaps to attention 
and she not once but twice 
carefully gives me the correct 
five-digit internal number to 
call. 

In no time a military at- 
tache arrives and escorts me 
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to an escalator for the quick 
ride to the second floor. We 
walk briskly down a wide 
marble corridor and into the 
hushed ante-room of a suite of 
offices where a smiling recep- 
tionist ushers me to a com- 
fortable sofa where | am to 
wait until my appointment 
begins. 


The office lighting is sub- 
dued and the walls are 
covered with a beige fabric. 
Spaced evenly around the 
walls are historic scenes 
depicting early military en- 
counters. At the far end of the 
room | see a large framed 
‘‘Department of the Army 
Staff Credo.’’ | get up and 
walk over for a closer look. 

It begins, ‘’The mission of 
the U.S. Army is.success in 
land combat. We stand as one

team—military and civilians 
working together—to accom- 
plish this mission.’’ To the 
left of each succeeding 
paragraph is a large bold let- 
ter, which when read ver- 
tically, spelts out 
“READINESS.” 

Men and women in uniform 
and in civilian clothes enter 
from the hallway and go in 
and out of the other doors

In exactly five minutes it | 
will be time for my interview. 

In exactly five minutes, the 
door to another reception 
area opens and I walk 
through it and pass into the 
spacious office of the 
secretary of the army. 

Clifford L. Alexander, Jr. 
rises to all six-foot-three in- 
ches of his height and walks 
easily from behind his large 
mahogany desk to invite me 
to sit in a small but comfor- 
table circle of sofa, chairs 
and two end tables. 


He is handsome, 
athletically well-built and 
conservatively dressed ina 
dark blue suit. He towers over 
my five feet and is clearly at 
ease in his surroundings. Af- 
ter we exchange greetings, he 
speaks quietly to the aide who 
has accompanied me and we 
talk briefly about. New York 
City, where we have both 
lived. He quickly puts his 
visitor at ease. 

The DAWN photographer ° 
arrives and asks the 
secretary to pose for the 


cover photograph. Whilé the 
two men chat and the camera 
clicks away, | examine a 
large oil portrait behind the 
.. Sofa | am sitting on. 

It is identified as that of 
Elihu Root, secretary of war, 
1899-1904. The bronze plate at 
the bottom of the picture 
frame shows that Secretary 
Root has served both the 
McKintey and Roosevelt Ad- 
ministrations. 


To my right elbow on one of 
the end-tables is a large 
wooden gavel with a metal 
tag which reads, ’’White 
House Conference. To Fulfill 
These Rights. Deputy Special 
Counsel to the President.”’ 


The photography session is 
soon finished and we get down 
to business. 'l ask the 
secretary what goals he set 


for himself when he was — 


sworn in on February 14, 
Valentine’s Day, 1977. 


He said he continues 
placing emphasis on the 
people in the Army, par- 
ticularly the problems facing 
the lowest paid. Efforts have 
begun, he said, to improve 
travel overseas, to expand 
community services, 


recreation, counseling and 


education. 

His over-all management 
goals include streamlining 
the Pentagon Army staff by 
twenty-five percent or 1,000 
.people. This will be’ accom- 
plished by transfers, con- 
solidation of offices and at- 
trition. 

The entire department is 
seeking ways to eliminate ex- 
cess work, trim down forms 
used by the national guard 
and getting military equip- 
ment up-to-date. The new 
XM-1 main battle tank and 
two new helicopters will 
become standard equipment. 


Asked if the all-volunteer 
Army concept is working, 
Secretary Alexander said it 
definitely was. He is im- 
pressed by the quality of the 
young people being brought in 


and has visited forty different 
units around the world to talk 


personally with both unifor- 
med and civilian personnel. 


On these trips the secretary 
is checking to see that while 
Army people are well trained, 
their needs are taken care of

One indicator of how well 
systems are working can be 
seen in the problem of those 
Absent Without Leave.

and individuality is balanced 
with the discipline necessary 
to get the job done. 


LARGEST DEPARTMENT 


With the largest depart- 
ment of the federal govern- 
ment under his direct com- 
mand, Alexander has respon- 
sibility and authority for the 
conduct of all affairs of the 
Department of the Army. 

That breaks down as 
follows: 370,000 civilians, 
780,000 active duty Army per- 
sonnel, and 550,000 reserve 
and national guard units 
around the country. Or, more 
than a million and a half 


per thousand uniformed 
personnel. 

Alexander added to this 
and other improved 
statistics, ‘“The thing | am 
happiest about is the fact 
that my civilian and unifor- 


med staffers are working in 


harmony.” 


Americans who call 
Secretary Alexander, 
“‘Boss.’”’ 

He is also chairman of the 
Board of- Directors of the 
Panama Canal and reports 
directly to the president in 
this capacity. He has visited 
the Canal Zone twice since 
taking office and is an expert 
on the controversy surroun- 
ding discussion of the Canal 


Zone treaties. 
We reflected on the steps 


which have ted him to this 
job, one of which he is clearly 
proud and thoroughly versed 
in handling. 

Born September 21, 1933, in 
New York City, Secretary 


Jr., U.S. District Ct., Philadelphia. Mrs. 
Adele Alexander, his wife, holds the 
Bible, as Vice President Walter F. Mon- 


Alexander graduated cum 


laude from Harvard Univer- 
sity in 1955 and received his 
law degree from: Yale Univer- 


_ Sity in'1958. 


After law school he enlisted 
in the New York National 
Guard and served on active 
duty for six months. He ser- 
ved in a variety of public of- 
fices in New York including 
assistant district attorney 
for New York County and 
executive director of Harlem 
Youth Opportunities. 

In 1963 Alexander was 
called to the White House by 
President Kennedy to serve 
as foreign affairs officer of 
the National Security Council. 
He subsequently served as 
deputy special assistant to 
President Johnson, deputy 
special counsel to the 
president and chairman of 


- EEOC from 1967 through 1969. 


After his government ser- 
vice, Alexander engaged in 
private law practice in 
Washington and was a law 
professor at both Howard 
University Law School and 
Georgetown Law Center. He 
also found time to host a 
weekly Washington television 
prog:am._in1974 he rana 
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spirited campaign for mayor 
of Washington, D.C. but lost 
to the present incumbent. 

As our talk ranged over a 


wide area, it was clear that 
Secretary Alexander had

assignments, the secretary 
said, ‘‘The capacity of women 
to do jobs in the Army is no 
different from men. Women 
take basic training now and 
are doing well at West Point. 
The final determination, 
however, will have to come 
from Congress.”’ 


Asked why young men and 
women should consider an 
Army career, he responded, 
“In all instances, joining up is 
an individual choice. An 
Army career offers the oppor- 
tunity to train in four hundred 
occupational areas. It’s a 
chance to serve one’s nation 
and to physically test yourself 
against high standards. 


‘“‘Moreover, Army men and 
women learn to work with 
people and to administer 
large programs: : 


‘‘Treatment in today’s 
Army is fair and better than 
in some private industries. 
Continuing one’s education is 
still a plus for Army service 
and good work will be rewar- 
ded,’’ he added. 


As for how the Army is 
responding to civilians and 
retired personnel, Alexander 
cited the Army’s recent work 
with minority equipment sup- 
pliers.

loss of nutrients. 


Cook just the amount of 
vegetables you expect to use 
in one mea! leftover 
vegetables held for several 
days can lose nutrients, for 
example as much as 2 to 23 
their vitamin C content can 
be lost. And reheating results 
in additional toss. 


Most vegetables should be 
cooked quickly in as little 
water as possible. Be sure to 
cover the pan — this shortens 
cooking time and helps in con- 
serving nutrients.

And this kind of work will 
continue in today’s Depart- 
ment of the Army. The unique 
young. man. who. heads up this 
energetic group does his 
homework and moves 
steadily forward.

UNICYCLES! 
..TO THE CIRCUS 


It started as just a father’s

Once upon a time, there 


was a man named Jerry 


King. 

One day, as a youngster in 
Tampa, Fla., he crawled un- 
der a tent flap of the Ringling 
Brothers, Barnum and Bailey 
Circus. He watched a 
unicycle act on the high wire. 

King could not afford to buy 
himself a unicycle. And, no 
fairy godmother popped in to 
make one magically appear. 

King thought, ‘‘if ever he 
had a son he would buy him a 
unicycle.” 

As fate would have it, King 
grew._up-and started a family. 
In 1958 when his son, Charles 
was six years old, King 
bought him a unicycle. _. 

Charles practiced riding 
the one-wheeled machine in 
the hallway of the family’s 
Bronx apartment house. 
When Spring came, Charles 
took to the streets. He found 
himself besieged by a cadre 
of youngsters wanting to 
learn to ride. 

King decided to teach them 
all. 

Out of about 200 eager 
youngsters, a core of 12 riding 
experts emerged. And, not 
only could they ride well, but 
they were wizards on the 
basketball! courts. 

The little group challenged 
other groups to play. They 
became the Harlem 
Globetrotters on one wheel, 
dazzling crowds and un- 
suspecting local teams with 
their athletic ability. 

They entertained at half- 
time during New York 
Knicks, Washington Bullets 
and Boston Celtics games. 
They organized a New York 
to Washington, D.C. unicycle 
relay. 


Television happened to 
hear about the community 
youth program. They were in- 
vited to appear on shows such 
as “’I’ve Got A Secret,”’ “The 
Mike Douglas Show,’’ 


dream. He couldn’t have it. 


so he gave it to his son. Thus 
began an exercise that. Jed to the 
King Troupe which has been in 
the circus for 10 years. 


“Tonight Show,”’ ‘’The Merv 
Griffin Show’’ and ‘‘The 
Cavett Show.” 

And it came to pass that

black circus act in the worla. 
Now, ten year§ later they’re 

still living happily ever after 

traveling the sawdust trai: 


. with the Blue Unit of “The 


Greatest Show On Earth.” 

“‘My father had a vision of 
doing this long before | was 
born,’’ said Charles King 
relaxing after a second Sun- 
day afternoon show at the 
Baltimore Civic Center, 
recently. 

“He said he’d teach his son 
how to ride and through that a 
lot of other kids learned. He 
used the unicycle as a tool to 
fight the evil that exists in the, 
black community.’ 

That is essence of this fairy 
tale. 

The elder King developed a 
program to teach morals and 
build character using the 
unicycle as a prop. 

’*My father never liked the 
term ‘Keep the kids off the 
Street’,”” said Charles. “A kid 
has to-be in the street. It’s 
where he lives. 

’‘The real victim of the 
Southeast Bronx is the kid 
who really is good, with lots 
of talent but with no direc- 
tion,’ he said. 

Keye Wash joined the King 
Charles Troupe in 1966. His 
shaven head rivals Isaac 
Hayes’ for beauty. And, he 
combines clown-like hijinks

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with riding skill, when perfor- 
ming in the center ring. 

‘| think joining the troupe 
is the best decision | made in 
the 26 of my 27 years of life,’’ 
Said Wash. 

‘““You see, Mr. Jerry isa 
self-taught man. He was in 
the streets all his life and we 


could relate to him. He gave | 


us all a chance. He taught us 
the meaning of leadership, 
manhood and fellowship. * 

+ ‘’Mr. Jerry used to tell us, 
always do something for the 
race, do something for the 
kids and build character. 

‘‘l guess Mr. Jerry started 
all this because he believed in 
Christian principles... 

_ Christian faith is definitely a 
part of this.’’ 


Leroy (Boscoe) Ross feels 
its a miracle being in the cir- 
cus. When he joined the 
troupe in 1960, he said, 
‘‘The ghetto was going 
downhill to nothing.’’ He 
never thought they’d make 
the circus. 

‘‘A lot of youngsters don’t 
have anyone to inspire 
them,’’ he said. ’’Now we 
have the opportunity to be in 
the circus. We got a break 
and now other black kids can 
see that they can do it too. 
One day there might be a 
black circus. 

‘Black people can relate to 
us. They react to us. And, we 
enjoy that with the people. It 
shows that we’re concerned 
about them.’ 

Ross feels that parents are 
making a special effort to 
take the time and bring the 
kids to see the troupe per- 
form. 

When the King Charles 
Troupe joined the circus they 
were athletes not performers. 
The only thing that made 
them a circus act was the 
_ unicycle. 

The troupe began to put 
together one of the circus’ 
most successful acts. 

‘‘The more we fooled 
around, the more we were 
liked’’ said Wash. ’’We were 
perfectionists. We had to 
«work real hard and practice a 
lot. And, we brought the cir- 
cus a brand new act.”’ 
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—Unicycles 


The troupe is unique in the 
circus world. Unlike the 
European artists, they were 
not raised.in the circus 
tradition. Many of the 
Europeans are third and 
fourth generation perfor- 
mers. The Europeans had 
also heard a lot of rumors 
about black people. 

‘‘No one was actually 
speaking to us then,’’ said 
Wash. ’’There were 10 of us 
and we made our own thing. 

*“Fhey had heard a lot about 
uS Coming from the ghetto 
and | guess some were not 
ready for the change, the in- 
tegration of the circus.” 

Gradually, the other perfor- 
mers realized that the troupe 
was not like the stereotypes. 

“They realized how fair we 
were. They saw that we 
treated people by who they 


sare, not what they are. They 


saw that we were fighters; 
warriors and proud people. 

‘*We learned a lot fram 
them and they. learned a lot 
from us,’’ he added. 


Eleven silk, satin, and 
glitter-costumed wheel 
wizdrds zoom around the cen- 
ter ring twice a day, and 
three times on Saturday. 

They perform .a. high speed 
hirlarious game of basket- 
ball, football, and believe it 
or not a boxing match. And, 
said Charles they try to add 
something new to their act 
every year. 


The King Charles Troupe 
also performs in dance 
production numbers and par- 
ticipate in King Neptune’s ‘un- 
derwater circus spectacular 
during the two-hour-fifty 
minute production.

Black Man’‘s Martial Art 


In Salvador, Bahia, Brazilians demonstrate the art of 
Capoeira on the streets as a tourist attraction. In this 
city, about 1,000 miles north of Rio de Janeiro, much

CAPOEIRA: 


If you think that black 
people do not have a martial 
art of their very own, much 
as Chinese people have kung 
fu and Japanese have karate, 
then you are sadly mistaken. 


There is a black martial art 
that had its very beginning in 
Africa but was developed into 
an intricate martial art and 
deadly art of defense during 
the last three hundred years 
in Brazil. 


It was called Capoeira by 
the Africans who brought it to 
Brazil from Angola. They 
first used this method of 
fighting to escape into the 
large Brazilian interior where 
they could live as free men. 


As the Portuguese slave 
bounty hunters made ex- 
peditions into the thick of the 
interior, they met up with 
“ Africans deftly using their 
feet in acrobatic fashion in

combat against the arms the 
hunters carried. 


These Africans developed 
this martial art to keep them- 


selves from being returned to 
a miserable life of slavery. 
Capoeira was a quick and 
agile way that a man could 
defend himself 


against an op- 
ponent with a 
weapon. Mule 
kicks, rapidly 
swinging turn 
kicks and somer- 
saults to move 
and escape were a 
part of this 
defense system. 


A man would take advan- 
tage of the strongest muscle 
in his body, the leg’s thigh 
muscle, to deliver stunning 
blows quickly and effectively 
to his opponent. 


When slaves 
escaped, they 
had no weapons 
with which 

to defend 
themselves. 


Result: Their 
own martial art. 


This was the development 
of Capoeira in colonial Brazil 
of the late 1600s through the 
1700s into the 1800s when 
Slavery was finally abolished 
in Brazil. 

The Portuguese 
Slave owners, 
quite naturally, 
did not take too 
kindly to the art of 
Capoeira, and 
thus made it 
illegal to teach the 
art which 


had been flourishing among 
the slaves as fathers passed it 
along to their sons, their only 
means of defending them- 
selves or retaining their 
freedom if they escaped. 


The law that made 
Capoeira illegal was 
sidetracked by the slaves who 
just disguised the deadly 
martial art with music and 
drums, making it seem like a 
dance that men performed in 
competition together. 

They would learn all the 
deadly steps and discipline of 
Capoeira to music, to the 
delight of their owners who 
thought it was just entertain- 
ment. 

In reality the drumming, 
the singing and the playing of 
the tamourine and the 
African on stringed bow-like 
instrument called the berim- 
bau managed to cover-up the 
art of Capoeira as a deadly, 
martial art. 

The slave owners did not 
realize that the same deadly 
art they had outlawed was 
being taught and practiced by 
men as a dance. 

The ‘musical accom-

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paniments have remained 
with Capoeira from this early 
17th century period. The 
Brazilian martial art is even 
today taught and performed 
with the three basic in- 
struments. 

A good capoeirista, in fact, 
not only knows the deman- 
ding physical skill of 
Capoeira, he also must know 
how to play the instruments 
that accompany this martial 
art and the many songs, sung 
in traditional African solo call 
and chorus response fashion. 

When slavery was 
abolished in 1888 the millions 
of freed slaves roamed the 
large continent of Brazil 
without masters but also 
without any way of making a 
living. 

Many deft in the art of 
Capoeira turned their deadly 
_ art into criminat means to 
make money. Capoeira in 
time became associated with 


Black Martial Art 


During the latter part of the 19th Cen- 
tury, anyone caught practicing or 
teaching Capoeira was automatically 
clapped into jail. Usually, they were 
sent to the Brazilian equivalent of 


Devil’s Island.

rowdyism and the bawdy side 
of life. 

It became common for 
muggers and robbers to use 
this art to carry out their 
criminal acts. Assassins.too 
could be hired to eliminate an 
enemy for a fee. 

You would see a menacing 
black man with an earring in 


one ear, a striped tee-shirt | 


and a silk scarf around his 
neck. You would know his 
profession — tough guy or 
assassin. The silk scarf was 
worn to ward off cuts to the 
throat that some capoeiristas 


Ina business where fame is fleeti ny, 
there’ a reason it’ been in the 
limelight for almost 100 years. 
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delivered with razor blades 
placed between their toes. 

All this led to the second 
era of laws making Capoeira 
illegal. This time, during the 
latter part of the 19th Century 


and the early part of this cen- 


tury, the music along with the 
fight were prohibited.. 

Anyone caught practicing 
or teaching Capoeira was 
thrown into the Brazilian 
equivalent of France’s 
Devil’s Island for six months 
or more. 


It was not until the 20s, 30s 
and 40s that through the 


honest efforts of great 
Capoeira athletes and 
teachers, Capoeira became 
more associated with sports 
than with criminal life. 

It is often said that these 
athletes, such as Mestre Bim- 
ba, Mestre Gatou, Mestre 
Pastinha and a host of others, 
took Capoeira out of the street 
and put it in its present set- 
ting, the gyms where it is now. 
legally taught. 

Ever since this change of 
image, Capoeira has grown * 
as a national martial art in 
Brazit. Today, thousands of 
Brazilian boys learn this very 
demanding martial-art in 
their local ayms along with 
the Oriental ones, 


Capoeira’s fame too has 
reached America’s shores. 
One can now learn Capoeira 
in New York, Detroit and a 
few other cities in the United 
States. 

In true African fashion, the 
sport has managed to-survive 
in Brazil despite boid 
attempts to eliminate it. 
Today, its growing popularity 
is a testament of courage to 
the men who refused to let 
this African art die.

Remember how it was in 
the summer when we were 
young? ; 

From the moment the first 
robin showed up on.the front 
lawn until the backside of the 
last duck disappeared over 
the southern horizon, vir- 
tually all conversations were 
saturated with baseball. 

And more often than not, 
those conversations evolved 
into discussions of the great- 
ness of the star players of the 
past and present. 

As a result, people like 
Babe Ruth, Ty Cobb and 
Walter Johnson became 
legends to be held in awe by 


youngsters not long out of 


diaper rash. 

Came tater the era of 
mimicking, when sandlot 
kids, regardless of size and 
talent, took the field 
proclaiming to be “‘the black 
Babe”’ or ‘‘the black Ty Cob- 
b,”’ or ‘the black Big Train.” 

That, of course, was during 
the period when these men 
who were not black had the 
game to themselves — when 
unless you were white you 
weren’t right. 

In due course, thé racial 
bars were lowered. And the 
images of the legends were 
drastically changed. 


Reggie Jackson 


The records that had helped 
make the Babe, Ty and 
Walter legendary were swept 


under the carpets of major 


league diamonds by black 
guys who seemed to derive 
more than normal satisfac- 
tion from it. 


Ruth’s feats were twice 
shot down. First his al! - time 
mark of 714 homeruns was 
obliterated by Hank Aaron’s 
755. ; 

Then Reggie Jackson com- 
pounded the black felony by 
smashing the Babe’s World 
Series record of three homers 
in one game. Reggie, as all 
must recall clouted four fast 
year in the final contest 
against the Dodgers.. 


Cobb atso lost two spaces in 
the record-books: 


His season mark of 96 
stolen bases bit the dust in 
1962, when Maury Wills 
pilfered 104. And his career 
total of 892 steals were shoved 
down the drain last August 
when Lou Brock got the 
checkered flag with 893 at San 
Diego. 


Between Wills’ erasure of 
the single season record in 
1962 and Brock’s bettering of 
the lifetime mark last year, 
Lou also had topped Maury’s 
then new record of 104 thefts 
by pilfering 118 in 1974. 

And Brock, incidentally, is 
still playing. 


Walter Johnson, known 
throughout baseball in the pre 
- black years as “Big Train’ 
in deference to his blazing 
fastball, set a major league 
record of 1.14 as an earned 
run average allowance.

“Spring is finally here, summer is on its way” and the con- 
vention season begins this month with the Aipha Chi Pi Om 
Sorority and Fraternity (beauticians) scheduled to kickoff the 
annual gatherings of the various clans at the Scottsdale, 
Arizona, Hilton . . . Following the new trends of the beauty in- 
dustry, the Alpha Chi Pi Omegas is a unisex organization which 
is professional all the way... . Marjorie Joyner of Chicago was 
the founder and Veima Brooke of Dallas is the charming 
national president. 

Other key conventions meeting within the month are the 
Association of Black Foundation Executives and the National 
Black Women Attorneys, both convening in the Capital city 
(Washington, D.C.) The Association of National Headstart 
Directors, Parents and Staff in Cleveland . . . The National 
Association of Black Social Workers in San Francisco and the 
National Association of Black Manufacturers, Inc., in Atlanta 
...+ The influential National Market Developers with Jim 
Gaither, Paul E. X. Brown, Tommy Tipton, etc., complete the 
month in Detroit. 

Rev. Leon Sullivan’s Opportunities Industrialization Centers 
convened earlier in Boston and the NAACP in Portland, July 
2-7, and the National Urban League in-Los Angeles, August 6-9, 
meet much later this year on the West Coast. Despite a tong, 
cold winter, many leaders are not looking forward to a short, 
hot summer .. Some spokespersons are predicting anything 
could happen like the late 60’s, if the president’s new Urban 
Policy does not begin to generate some new dollars, which are 
still falling in the international currency exchange like a wet 
blanket . . . The final battle may be yet to come between in- 
creased billions for the low income city dweller and rising in- 
flation — which is causing the dollar to drop lower than the 
new poverty level. . This is the test for Mr. Carter and his sup- 
porters. 

State and federal officials are still trying to digest the $8.3 
billion urban policy program which appears to be a cross bet- 
ween revenue sharing block grants to community groups in the 
cities with the maximum feasible Participation approval of the 
citizens groups of the modern old poverty program... Experts 
Project that the Urban bill could top $10 billion or face 
congressional cuts to $6 billion, depending upon your 
lawmakers moods and your letters... Just as we told you 
months ago, passing legislation to support the Urban Policy 
Proposals is going to be a tough one . . . much tougher than 
Passage of the much needed Humphrey-Hawkins Full Em- 
ployment Bill, which was gutted almost beyond recognition . . . 
“but, at least we established the principle . . ’’say labor 
leaders . . . The moral is you must write your congressman or 
city official and the Big House for help ... and if you can’t 
read, write anyway .. . like the sign down-home once said... 
remember!!! 

If you really need aid .. or you want to help, write the Full 
Emsioyment Action Council, 815 15th St., N.W. Rm. 516, 
Washington, D.C. . . and the National Urban Coalition, 815 18th 
St., N.W., Washington, D.C... There’s talk of se cd Spex 
Peop in Washington if these two (full employmen 
and etl measures don’t pass by this summer . . . So- 
9-0-0, look out Capitol Hill ... Here We Come! ... Only we 
won't be bringing tractors like the farmers . ... or coal dust like 
the miners . . . just bodies . . . and who knows what’s next??? 

Although Secretary Patrica Harris won her battle for the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development to lead the 
way in revitalizing the cities for the people who still live in 
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them .. . look for a rear guard action from the government 
folks who built the suburbs - ++ Secretary Harris put it on the | 
line when she declared ‘so long as racial and ethnic minorities 
continue to constitute a disproportinate percentage of the low 
and moderate income Population, they will continue to be 
among the prime beneficiaries of our services...’ And to back 
up her rhetoric, Mrs. Harris announced that deposits of funds 
Of the HUD in minority banks across the country in fiscal year, 
1977 were the largest of 10 federal reporting agencies, accor- 
ding to a Department of Commerce Survey ... The analysis 
showed that HUD deposits amounted to a daily average of $43.7 
million, or 42 percent of the $102.6 million in daily balances of 
the 10 listed Departments and agencies... The next two 
largest depositors (in minority banks) were the Department of 
Defense, $24.2 million, and the Department of Labor, $16.1 
million. In fiscal 1976, Defense ted with $30.6 million and HUD 
was second with $24.9 million, but the situation has reversed in 
less than a year under Mrs. Harris. 

However, the dynamic secretary who has wowed all of her 
critics and her supporters with an outstanding record of 
achievement, so far, warned officials and leaders not to 
depend upon rhetoric and catchwords in developing an urban 
Policy with a multi-pronged attack on the complex problems of 
the cities... ‘‘The catchwords of the fifties were Urban 
Renewal.

HUD is also proposing an Urban Extension Service, similar 
to the Agriculture Extension Service which provided a host of 
services to rural areas a generation or more ago... under 
HUD’s new program, Urban Extension Agents would provide 
the same kind of food preparation training, housekeeping main- 
tenance, home improvement techniques, employer 
preparation services, etc. to city dewellers that the Agriculture” 
Department provided to farmers and their families . . . Sounds 
great to us . ... What about You??? Then tell somebody your 
ideas .. . Write Urban Extension Services, HUD, Washington, 
D.C. 20410. 

Incidentally, urban living conditions now mean that 25 
million of us will soon be dwelling in areas designated as 
having a physician Shortage .. . which means less medical = 
care... The current Shortage level is 4,000 persons per 
Physician, but the new criteria defined by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare is 3,500 persons per doctor. In 
most “advanced” nations with nationalized heaith care (and
